GERMANY'S POLICY. 

Tho cup of RuBsia'a iniqiiity would 
seem to bo fail io ovotflowing. She hna 
tried tho i)atieuce of Europe to its utmost 
by loroing the powers to maiuiuiu enor- 
.mons anmes on a 'war footing at niiuous 
cost. She is a chronio disturlor of the 
peace and as such should bo puniihed in a 
most exemplary mnuuer and so effeotnaUy 
crippled thnt for a contury at least she 
would not recover from tho shock. A 
feasible plan .w^'seBta itself at this momoiU. 
"When hostilities have fairly begun and tho 
llnssians ahull havo sustained a jiisl 
crushing defeat— as dofeatcd they will sure- 
ly be— an army Hhould bo marched iuio 
Poland, tho Polos armed and utrorded 
assistance in rescuing them from llusainu 
ooutrol, With Poland freo tho Empire 
would be litarally ont in two and a long 
season of peace with reduced army espendi- 
turo assured. On the 4th instant in the 
lU'ichstag Dr. 'NVindhGrst, the clerical lead- 
er, .stated that ho would not prejudice the 
position of his parly in the subacquout 
divisions on the military soptennato bill by 
a positivo proniise as to how tho center 
would vole. Tho final decision of that 
party would bo known only when the divis- 
ion is taken on tbo last reading, llo did 
not beUeve it was possiblo to meet tho gov- 
ernment's desire to dispose of the measure 
before OLristmas, because he saw the ne- 
cessity of a d^tiiiled examination of the bill, 
nor did there seem to be any special reason 
for urgency arising from tho imminence of 
war. Tho alliance with Austria constituted 
a present aud lasting guarantee of peace in 
Europi'. Tho center could not admit the 
septemiato us a pormaneut principle; it 
would prefer to consider a triumuato reg- 
ulation. The expediency of tho two yei rs" 
term of service was also doubtful. Still 
the center was desirous of giving mature 
consideration to all the existing ciroum- 
BtauoeB, 'and woald vote in favor of mea- 
sures found -tojbe absolutely necegsiOy. 
General von M0IU19. followed by saying ib&t 
all the neighbors of Germany on the left 
and on tho right wore fully armed— a state 
of things which, oven a rich country was 
unable to boar for any length of time, aud 
which might lead to decisive events at an 
.early date. For this reason it was uecos 
sary not to defer action on tho measur( 
QUtil after the expiration of the septennate. 
The preamble to the bill showed how far 
Germany was behind the other states in the 
strength of her army and the laxation of 
her people. The French, for instance, paid 
about double the sum paid by the German 
people, and an allinuco witli France would 
asflure tho pc-aoo of Europe. "Jint," he 
continued, "such an alliance is impossible 
while public opinion in France imperiously, 
demands the Burrendor of two provinces 
which we are strongly determined never to 
give up." "This demand," he said, "is 
a\!tde is behalf of the maintenance of 
peace. Our rejection of tho bill will make 
us responsible for all the miseries attendant 
upon a hostile invasion. Wo have found 
it difficult enough to attain the unity of 
Germany. Let us uphold it .proving 
that we are united. Tho whole world 
knows we do not contemplate conquest, 
may, it also learn that we intend to keep 
what' wd. have and are reaolote and armed 
to this "end." The conclusion of Count 
Von Moltke's speech was greeted with 
loud and prolonged cheers. General Von 
Schellendorff, tho Prussian ininiater uf 
war, referring to tho remark of a Socialist 
speaker, said he would only give "detailed 
explanations of the bill in committee,^ if 
be could rely' upon' bis atatements being 
treated confidentially. The basis of the 
former noilitary bills were similar to those 
of the present bill, yet sharp eyes might 
detect a slight shade of difference in that 
passage in tho speech from tho throno on 
the relations of Germany to foreign coun- 
tries. ' Some difficulty, _ in fact, existed 
regarding the preservation of peace for 
any lengthene'd time. He continued: 
"An increase of tho army will not result 
in preventing our becoming involped in 
war, but will also prove ua ready to show 
proper^igor io the maintenance of peace. 
It would be rash either to overestimate or 
to updervaluo our possible opponents 
Prauie working at the perfection of the 
details of her army. Evon though wo are 
quite confident that we are able at any 
moment to meet'a foreign army our task 
must not be madediffioul'- by our remain- 
ing far behind numerically." He prom- 
ised that at the first sitting of the com 
mittee ho would state the reaaona why 
tho measure was so urgent, Langworth 
and Von Simmern opposed tho bill, on 
the ground that the principle of the sep- 
tennate deprived the country of the con- 
trol of the government's policy, and that 
tho maintaining of a large army fostered 
a craving for conquest. The tenor of the 
debate is considered highly encouraging 
to the governinont. All sections under- 
stand and approve General Sohellendorffs 
reasons for wishing to apeak with frank 
nesa only in a secret session of the com 
mittee.

Other names spoken of in 
connection with tho mayoralty are, we are 
ashured, unauthorized. Only mx council- 
lors will bo elected — three of tho present 
members hoIJing over for another 
year. In Johnson street ward Couns. 
EoberlBon aud Humbor will seek 
ro-eleotiou. Mr. Heisterman, who poll- 
ed 81 largo veto last year, will 
probably stand. Mr, Henry Rudge and 
Mr. Samuel (Iniy are also mentioned for 
this ward. In Yates stroot Ooun.Lipsett, 
Coun. Vigolius,, es-Coun. Braden, Mr. 
Thos.Geiger, Mr.T.Burns and Mr.F.Rey- 
nolds are mentioned as possible candidates, 
In Jamea Bay ward neither Coun. Barnard 
norCouii. Higgius have as yet signified 
thair intentions. ' Mr. George Powell, 
who ran well last year, fears that busmeea 
engagements will not permit him to stand 
acaiu Ex-Coun Shears, Mr. D. li. Har- 
S Mr- n- Holmcken and Mr. T 
Ohauncey Natlall aresuggestedas possible 
candidates. Either of the gentlemen 
named would make escollont c,m>. .Mhcers 
ind the electors could not go wrong if 
tbey ahould elect them all.

Nnnaimo Assises. 

(BclorcMr. Justice Gray.) 

Wedkaspay, Dec. 8th. 

Lee HunCi charged with discharging a 
firekrm. with intent to wound several 
other Ohinamen, was adjudged insane 
and the judge ordered that he be retained 
in strict custody pending tho action of 
tho lier^onant-governor. 

Tom Skfioua Indian, was then ar- 
taioDod charged with eaoaping from tha 
oualody of the Nanaimo gaol on July 
20th while undergoing aentonoo. He 
pleaded guilty. , , . , 

John Baldwin (colored) waa charged 
with uttering and passing »v>ailk-note of 
theB.=*nkof British Columbia which had 
boon altorod from a 86 bill to appear like 
a 850 bill. The bill had been altered by 
pasting the figurea "50'' over the "5" and 
punching out the letters "ve in the 
word "five." Mr. MoElmen appeared 
for the attorney-general and Mr. S. P. 
Mills defended the prisoner. The jury 
brought in a verdict of guilty, with a 
reoommondctlon to mercy. 

, TuuRSUAY, Dec. 9th. 

Dr O'Biian, against whom no bill was 
found, for libel on JWr. R. Dunamuir'a 
financial position, was then tried for 
libel on tho Wellington co.il mines. 

Mr E. Pooley appeared for Mr. 
Dunsmu'irand the defendant conducted 
his owu oftBO* 

The defendant pleaded not guilty,claim. 
ing that it was not a defamatory libel, but 
acknowlodgod that he wrote and publiah- 
dd tho article in question. ' 

After other witnesses had beon called, 
Mr. R. Dunsmuir deposed as follows: I 
am tho proprietor and owner of tho Wel- 
lington collieries; I am not aware that the 
coal on July 14th, 1880, was inferior; am 
getting as good price in San Francisco as 
I wan three years ago according to the 
market rote comparing with other coal; I 
am certain that tc is not true that the 
mine will be exhausted in a fow years, for 
tho reason that we. have scarcely taken 
out 300 acres, and^hsTO • boon working it 
for 15 years and have about 1200 more 
acres to work; at the s*mo rate gives GO 
yoara more work; we know perfectly well 
that the mino ia not exhausted ; wo have 
about'l.flOO.OOO tons in sight or "won," 
and in Ihe'lD years wo have taken out 1,- 
800,000 tons: it is not true chat on the 
nth July 1 waa- ou the verge of finanr 
cial ruin, and never waa; it was hofray 
intention ot that time to apply to tho 
government for advances on mines or 
railway; I did not then or any time owe 
any'srSafaum, especially to Crocker, 
Stanford & Co.; I did not apply to any 
body; at that time I did not owe any 
borrowed money, nnd there waa no neces- 
sity for me to borrow money at that time; 
I oovor got II dollar from tho provincial 
treasury and don't protend to try to got 
any for I know thoy have nono i.o spare. 

Crosa-examiued by O'Briau— Proportion 
ately get the same good prices; wo have a 
poor quality in some mines; East Welhng- 
tou coal doeB not sell for 75 cents a ton 
more than the Wellington coal; hav9 3000 
acres of land -the 1200 acres is tho coal 
mouiiure; 1 know the coal eitc-mls down to 
the boro at tho bay; I got the money from 
tuo Dominion govurumout— 3750,000— not 
Provincial treasury ; do not own a foot of 
laud iu tho Cbilcoteu country; have no 
idea of ooustruoting the northern railway; 
have done everything I can for you in the 
Island railway. 

Several other witnesses gave testimony 
corroborating that of tho plaiutiflf iu every 
nartionlar and after the address of counsel 
and His Lordship's charge, tho jury retired 
and on the re-aBsembling of the court, 
brought in a verdict of "guilty, with a re- 
eommouuatiou to mercy, on account of the 
political excitement at the time and the ar- 
ticles that appeared in tho papers against 
O'Brian." , , ,. , „ 

Mr. C. E. Pooley, on beball of Mr. 
Duns'mnir, stoted that now a vordiot of 
guilty had been given, ha would aak tho 
court to impose thi lowest possible penalty, 
aa Mr. Dunsmuir hod no private spite in 
this matter, but oonsidored it his doty to 
tho pnblic to proaeonte iu this instance. 

His Lordship said he would take into 
co'uHiJeration the recommendation of the 
jury and ol.40 tbo reqiie. J of Mr. Dunsmuir, 
and impoHo a fine of $20. 

Dr. O'Briau said ho would not pay the 
flue, but would go to jail first, and asked 
what was the altoruative of the tine. 

His Lordship sold ho had hoped that no 
alternative punishment would bo nocossary, 
but he would now order that O'Briau bo 
imprisoned till tho fine was paid, not ex- 
ceeding one week. , -, . , 

The court then adjonrnea and in a few 
minutes afterward the fine was paid.
